sary to proclaim from the house- 
ops a fact which, if a fact, is known 
o every intelligent, wide-awake and 
enterprising advertiser. It is only 
ibe gudgeons in business who are 
swindled 4nto advertising in alleged 
newspapers without circulation or 
rjfluecce. 
A merchant witb intelli- 


jonce enough to conduct his own 
jusinees knows what newspapers in 


town or city enjoy the ciroula- 


iion and influence that warrant him 
i: paying for them. 


"The extent of circulation is but 


one factor to be considered, and 
sometimes it may be tbe very small- 
est. Tbe character of the circulation, 
tbe character of the paper, the 
standing it has in tbe community, 
to be reached by tbe advertiser, are 
all to be taken into account by tbe 
sagacious merchant.

"These notes 
will prove a great accommodation in the 
transaction ot business involving small 
amounts, ranging from 10 cents up to S2 
or S3. They can be sent for a 3-cent 
postage stamp, and are made payable to 
bearer, so that the troublesome money 
order and letter of identification are thus 
dispensed with. The postal note, how- 
ever, will not in any way antagonize the 
money orders, as it was only devised to 
meet the requirements of a fractional cur 
renoy.

Sec. 64» Dir. I, ot the Criminal Code, by 
providing that any intoxicated person 
found in any street, highway, or public 
place, or so found disturbing the peace ot 
the public, or ot bis own or other family 
in any private building or place, shall 
upon first conviction be fined 92 and 
costs, and upon the second 836 and costs.

On third con- 
viction defendant is to to be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor and jailed for not 
leaa than thirty days nor more than six 
months, besides paying the coats. On 
fourth or subsequent conviction ho is to" 
be deemed guilty of a felony and pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for one year. The adoption of auoh a law 
might have a good effect, bnt ft is not at 
all likely that th« amendment will ever 
pass.
